A FEDERAL OBLIGATION 
It was intimated in the legislature that a bill 
may be brought in to provide compensation for 
farmers who cut down their wheat acreage in 
keeping with the London agreement. 
That the farmer should be compensated goes 
without saying. And it is a fair surmise that 


there will be little curtailment unless he is 
compensated. 
But the money should come from. the 


treasury of Canada, not those of the provinces 
Provincial legislation might be necessary if 
curtailment was to be enforced by law. But 
if curtailment is to be voluntary, there is nothing 
to prevent the Dominion paying the farmer a 
bonus for wheat he does not grow, as it formerly 
paid him a bonus for wheat he did grow. 

The provincial governments did not make 
the London agreement. If they are wise they 
will keep clear of any legislation that might 
involve them in responsibility to pay the bonus 
for curtailment or part of it.

VETERANS VERSUS PROFITEERS 

The Government of Canada, which is the 
agent of the people of Canada, has been 
“chiseling’ the pensions of disabled and par- 
tially disabled ex-soldiers, as one way of 
balancing the budget that won't balance. It has 
been also chiseling the pensions of the depend- 
ents of soldiers who were killed in battle or 
died as the result of wounds. Worse still, 
through the pensions board it has cut off the 
pensions of ex-soldiers because the pensions 
board was not satisfied that they were married, 
or that they had been married when they en- 
listed, or that they have stayed married—with- 
out these men being given a chance to present 
the facts and plead their claims. There are 
20,000 now the list of “doubtfuls’ whose 
matrimonial estates are due for investigation, 
and who have lost or are slated to lose their 
pensions unless and until the doubts the 
pensions board are dispelled. 

Under fire of protests from Liberal critics in 
the House, Premier Bennett stated that steps

will be taken to restore all ex-soldier pensions 
which have been suspended without a hearing, 
but thus far the Government had not been able 
to find a way to over-rule the arbitrary deci- 
sions of the pensions board, That the pensions 
of disabled men and dependents will be re- 
stored to the former amounts he did not say 
That act of justice may come later if opposition 
protests keep on making things unpleasant for 
the ministers, 

Press despatches state that by 
paring of pensions of disabled men and de- 
pendents the Government has saved the sum 
of $660,000 a year. What has been saved by 
cancelling the pensions of men because of un- 
certain and uninvestigated matrimonial status 
is not mentioned. That might bring the savings 
up to $1,000,000 a year. 

Canada paid last year $138,000,000 in interest 
charges on money its successive governments 
have borrowed, and which they could have 
secured without interest by issuing new cur- 
rency. Those interest payments have not been 
suspended—because of doubt about the domes- 
tic relations of the recipients or for any other 
reason, Nor have the rates of interest been cut 
down, save in respect to a relatively small 
amount of converted bonds 

“Economy” that hits the pocket of the dis- 
abled veteran and the allowance of the widow 
of a dead soldier, but does not hit the pocket 
of the war profiteer who invested his ill-gotten 
gains in Government bonds, is one of the 
reasons why Canada needs a general election. 
That smudge on the shield of our national honor 
will be wiped off when the voters are given a 
chance to register their resentment.

The arrest of William P. MeCracken by 
order of the Senate for refusing to appear be- 
fore a Senate committee is worthy of more 
enlightenment than is afforded by the Canadian 
The whole McCracken episode 

a much more significant matter than the 
despatches indicate—is_ illustrative of the 
method and temper of big business when it 
smells blood and starts out to trail millions 
from the treasury. 

The air service in U.S. has long been a Tom 
Tiddler's ground. Over $100,000,000 was spent 
on airplanes for the war, without a single 
American-made plane or a single Liberty en- 
gine doing service on the front. A few planes 
were purchased for American flyers, of such 
vulnerable design that they were christened 
“flaming coffins’ by Lt. Eddie Rickenbacker, 
the American flyer, who tol dthe Senate Com- 
mittee that numbers of his men refused to leave 
the ground in them. Contracts were awarded 
by a former cash register salesman turned 
colonel, who had been indicted for fraud, and 
whose conduct in office led to his being recom- 
mended by a judge of the U.S. Supreme Court 
for court-martial. Instead, the contractors 
tendered him a banquet and the administration 
rallied to his support. 

It would be surprising after an introduction 
to profitable wartime contracts for the air force, 
if the beneficiaries remained satisfied. Air 
mail contracts succeeded wartime contracts, and 
a colonel who had been a sewing machine agent 
was put in charge in place of the colonel who 
had been a cash register salesman.

Mr. Boeing, well-known Pacific coast air- 
plane manufacturer, who seems to have been 
pushed into the possession of multi-millions 
from a $285 investment through reorganizations 
planned by others, disclosed that contracts all 
allowed about 100 per cent profit on planes and 
parts. 

Although competition is in the interest of 
the public, and United States, like Canada, has 
a law against illegal combines for the exaction 
of unfair profits, it was disclosed at the Senate 
enquiry that the former Postmaster-General 
not only called a conference of air mail con- 
tractors with a view to forcing companies into 
combines, but actually took upon himself to 
determine which companies should consolidate, 
which should be bought out and which should 
be merged. He even went the length of apprais- 
ing the value of property which was to be ab- 
sorbed by one company and fixing the price to 
be paid by the purchaser company. Through 
these mergers and sales, one lucky gentleman 
with an investment of $235 finished up with 
$31,000,000 profit and a $100,000 a year job— 
all payable in the “sound money” that President 
Hoover was advocating.

Wm. P. McCracken, whose arrest has 
been effected for defying the Senate Committee, 
was Assistant Secretary of Commerce under 
Hoover. He is a lawyer by profession. After 
his position as Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
expired, McCracken retired to private practice 
in Washington. His clients included a number 
of the lucky air mail magnates. He had been 
chairman of the meeting of air mail contractors 
(held in a room adjoining Postmaster-General 
Brown's office) in May, 1930, at which the 
Postmaster-General was a participant. when 
they divided up the air mail contracts. 

When McCracken was served with a sub- 
poena to appear before the committee and pro- 
duce all his books, files and records in connec- 
tion with these air mail contracts and 
companies, he refused to obey the subpoena, 
pleading that they were privileged communica- 
tions between himself and his clients. 

That was an attitude counsel is entitled to 
take. He had a right to refuse pending an ap- 
peal to a higher authority on the question of 
privilege. But having made refusal on the plea 
of privilege, he removed a quantity of papers 
from the files and gave them to his clients, Mr. 
Givvin and Col. Brittin. Givvin mailed his 
papers to a business associate in New York for 
safe-keeping. Col, Brittin took the more mili- 
tary method of consigning his to the flames. 
Both men supported McCracken’s plea that the 
papers removed had nothing to do with air 
mail matters, but were of a strictly private and 
personal nature, and had got into the files of 
their air mail companies by mistake. 


Since then, Mr. Givvin has weakened and 
his set of “private and personal” 
papers, According to the chairman of the 
Senate Committee, Senator Black (himself a 
lawyer), the McCracken papers are not private 
and personal, but relate to air mail matters. It 
is known that among the “private and personal” 
papers removed and destroyed by Col. Brittin 
was the report of the meeting presided over by 
McCracken-—a photostat copy of which was 
produced before the Senate. 

So there McCracken stands. He still pleads 
privilege. If the Senate finds the men were 
conspiring for an illegal purpose, no privilege 
exists. No lawyer can claim privilege for an 
unlawful purpose. As McCracken was engaged 
in procuring air mail contracts while assistant 
secretary of commerce, it is a question whether 
that was a privileged business, any more than 
if he had been employed to buy groceries. 
There is still, the circumstance that the plea of 
privilege was abused to enable material docu- 
ments to be removed and other documents to 
be destroyed

nadian Pacific Railway Company 
was incorporated by letters pat- 
nt signed by Lord Lorne, so 


that, in a legal sense at least, to- 
day is the birthday anniversary 
of the great enterprise, which 


developed from the far sighted- 


ness of Scots Canadians, for it 
should be remembered that most 
of the original members of the 
C.P.R. syndicate were either 


Scotch by birth or by descent, 

The incorporation was a _ se- 
quel to the signing of the contract 
with the Dominion government 
on October 21, 1880. The first 
directors of the company were 
George Stephen, Duncan MclIn- 
tyre, John S. Kennedy, Richard 
B. Angus, James J. Hill, Henry 
Stafford Northcotte, Pascoe de P. 
Grenfell (the latter two of Lon- 
don, Eng.) and Baron J. deReinach 
of Paris. 

The granting of the patent of 
incorporation was at once follow- 
ed by a big financial transaction, 
for those days, the company de-

finance, Sir I -onard Tilley, one 
million dollars as a guarantee that 
the work would be carried to 
completion. Later the company 
was given a charter by act of 
parliament, but for the first few 
months of its existence work pro- 
ceeded under the letters patent. 

The first sod was turned May 
2; by the end of the year the 
company had a mileage of 229 
miles, mostly acquired lines, with 
earnings of $388,627; the last spike 
was driven Nov. 7, 1885, and the 
first trains were operated between 
Montreal and Vancouver before 
midsummer, 1886, the company 
thus accomplishing in five years 
that which the contract gave it 
ten years to complete 

It may not be generally known 
that the very first freight car 
sent to British Columbia over the 
C.P.R. was filled with Jamaica 
sugar, refined at Halifax, thus 
demonstrating in the initial box 
car the unifying influence of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway.

A Resurrection Of 
Price Fixing 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


In 1919 two Acts were passed by the parliament of Canada 
One was called the Board of Commerce Act, 1919, and the other 
was called The Combines and Fair Prices Act, 1919 


These Acts authorized a Board of Commerce to restrain and 
prohibit the formation and operation of such trade combinations 
for production and distribution in the provinces as that board 
might consider to be detrimental to the public interest. The board 
also had power to fix fair prices and could attach criminal con- 
sequences to any breach of the Act. 


Once under way the board forgot all about trade combinations 
and proceeded to price fixing. The order of the board which 
brought on litigation was to the effect tha} certain retail dealers 
in clothing in the city of Ottawa were prohibited from charging 
as profits on sales more than a certain percentage on cost, which 
was prescribed as being fair profit. 


In the Supreme Court of Canada three judges thought the Acts 
were valid; and three judges (one of them Sir Lyman P. Duff, 
K.C.M.G., now chief justice) held them to be invalid. 


This sent the validity of the Acts to the Privy Council for de- 
termination; and a very notable quorum consisting of Viscount 
Haldane, Lord Buckmaster, Viscount Cave, Lord Phillimore and 
Lord Carson, held that both Acts were outside the powers of the 
Dominion parliament since they interfered seriously with prop- 
erty and civil rights in the province and were not within the 
general trade and commerce power and could not be treated as 
part of the Criminal Law because the matter did not by its nature 
belong to the domain of criminal jurisprudence. 


The judgment of the Privy Council as delivered by Viscount 
Haldane in (1922) Appeal Cases 191, is a great charter of Pro- 
vincial Rights; and it points out that even the power to gather 
statistical and other information must be restricted to matters 
“which may be valuable for guidance in questions affecting 
Canada as a whole.” 


In Australia a similar litigation arose in 1913. The Australian 
Constitution differs from the Canadian; because in Australia the 
federating states while agreeing to a delgeation of a part of their 
powers to a federal government preserved in other respects their 
individual constitutions unaltered. 


As regards Commerce Boards and Inquiry Commissions, how- 
ever, this merely affects procedure. In Canada the question would 
be has a certain power been entrusted to the provinces; while 
in Australia it would be has this power been entrusted to the 
federal government. In cither view of the matter all provincial 


rights will be protected. 


The judicial committee held in (1914) Appeal Cases 237 that 
the federal government of Australia had no power to compel the 
Colonial Sugar Refining Company, Limited, to submit to ques- 
tioning about the details of its business; as this would open the 
door to extracting trade methods of manufacture and other details 
vital to the conduct of the business of the refining company to an 
extent seriously affecting provincial rights 


With these decisions before them, it is difficult to see how the 
members of the administration at Ottawa arrived at the idea of 
resurrecting the special privilege of price-fixing so as to absolutely 
control the retailer as to his percentage of profit. This certainly 
is not a question “affecting Canada as a whole” in any benevolent 


or beneficial way.

“Let your representatives every- 
where know that you demand econ- 
omies and you will get them,” he 
said, “It is estimated that a great | 
army of 374,000 work for the Cana- 
dian ratepayer. Are we so lacking 
in initiative, so dependent on gov- 
ernment aid and assistance that we! 
cannot do with less? So rich that 
we do not care what the resultant) 
cost is?”

NO ELECTION CAMPAIGN 


His present campaign was differ- 
ent from any election contest, Sir 
Henry said. “We recognize no op-| 
ponents, we raise no charge against 
any party or anybody.

N, Skelton, under-secretary for 
Scotland, explained the failure of 
the ad valorem duties was not in 
any way due to imports of Canadian 
| oats, 

The Canadian government had 
undertaken to use its influence to 
prevent oats shipments to Britain in 
the 12 months enaing September 30 
last exceeding the average of the 
| previous two yeers 

The Canadian government has 
more than implemented this ar- 
rangement, the under-secretary said. 
but nevertheless the price of oats 
fell steadily while foreign imports 


rose. The new specific duty was 
proving an effective check, he 
added 


Labor members opposed the mo- 
tion on the ground the consumer 
was given no consideration, while

importers in an intolerable position, 
urging “sympathetic treatment” for 
those affected.

The inevitable result 
is that somebody does not get paid, 
either the trade creditors or the 
working man and if the latter, the 
government is called upon to foot 
the bill in the shape of relief. If 
nothing is done for the industry, 
some miners face a further 25 per 
cent, reduction in wages next year.”
